Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pfeiffer 
et al. 6,092,981 . Note frame 52,54 (Fig. 3) having two guiding slots that receive screw 
bolts 62 and supporting plates with supporting ribs 66, keyways 68,70. 

Claims 7-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 11-14 are allowable. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
